Lord Krishna (1), shown here with His greatest devo- 
tee Radharani (2), first taught the science of devo- 
tional service (Krishna Consciousness) to Brahma (3), 
architect of the universe, at the dawn of creation. 

Brahma instructed that devotional science to his son 
Narada (4), who travels throughout the material crea- 
tion singing the glories of Lord Krishna. Narada's dis- 
ciple Vyasadeva (5), compiled those teachings into 
books called the Vedas, which were passed down aurally from master to disciple over thousands of years Five 
hundred years ago, Lord Krishna personally appeared in Bengal as Sri Chaitanya Mahaprabhu (6) to show by ex- 
ample how to worship Krishna through the chanting of His holy names.
